PHILADELPHIA (UR) — A new 
method of pumping doses of nitro­ 
gen mustard — the World War I 
chemical warfare gas—into cancer­ 
ous tumors through string-size cath­ 
eters has been developed at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
The technique was described as 
a modification of methods tried 
earlier at George Washington Uni­ 
versity and the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 
University of Pennsylvania scien­ 
tists devised a fine, 16-gauge cath­ 
eter, that can be Injected Into the 
femoral artery In the leg and worked 
up through the body to sites as far 
as the carotid artery in thq neck. 
The nitrogen mustard Is then pump­ 
ed through the catheter directly Into 
the cancerous tissue. 
The Penn scientists said the 
method relieved pain, concentrated 
its effect in the tumor area, re­ 
duced the systemic effects of the 
drug and prevented bone marrow 
damage which usually accompanies 
such treatment. The treatment en­ 
abled some moribund patients to go 
home feeling well.

His answer, she 
told questioners, was to hand her 
$50 and tell her, “Run along, I'll 
be home later.” 
She said when he came along 
sdhie time later she pulled the trig­ 
ger of the rifle when he reached 
for the handle of the front door. 
She said the rifle did not fire ftit 
she cocked the rifle again, and then 
everything went blank. 
Coroner’s offices said one bullet— 
probably the fatal one—had pierced 
Wallace’s neck just below the chin.

IRAN—This is the one to keep 
your eye on at the moment. Unlike 
Korea, there is something in the 
Iranian soil worth fighting for—oil. 
Russia would like to have it and 
Britain needs it desperately. At the 
moment everything Is going Russia’s 
way. The Iranian parliament has 
voted to nationalize the British- 
controlled Angelo - Iranian Oil Co., 
and anti-British sentiment has been 
worked up to a fever pitch through 
out Iran. Any time that sentiment 
begins to die down the Iranian Com 
munist party, known as Tudeh, will 
stir it up again. Russia has troops 
on Iran’s northern border, and she 
has a treaty with Iran which/would 
permit her to send those troops in 
if some other nation invades. Rus 
sia probably would prefer to have 
Iran fall into her lap without 
fight, but here is a |>lace where the 
Kremlin would have a big prize to 
win if it was decided to risk a war 
ÍNDO-CHINA—A long-term risk 
for the western democracies, but ap­ 
parently no immediate danger. The 
French at present are holding the 
Indo-Chinese Reds in check with 
the help of American artillery and 
airplanes. If Communism is going 
to conquer Indo-China, the troops 
probably would have to come from 
Red China—the same troops now 
engaged in Korea. Hie western 
world seems to have a breathing 
spell of about a year before the 
Reds go all-out against Indo-China. 
BERLIN—The danger is that Rus­ 
sian troops stand face to face here 
against American, British and 
French soldiers. An incident could 
grow into a war. Or Moscow might 
decide to try economic pressure of 
some kind, although her experience 
with the allied air lift that broke the 
Berlin blockade would be a jj$s- 
©ouraging factor. The allies won 
that one hands down. 
YUGOSLAVIA—This is the one 
that puts the wrinkles in Stalin’s 
brow. Marshal Tito revolted against 
Moscow and got away with it. 
Ameiica and Britain have begun to 
send arms to the Yugoslavian army 
and each day Tito becomes firm­ 
er in his opposition to the Krem­ 
lin. Time is working against Stalin 
—the longer he waits the tougher 
Yugoslavia becomes. 
There is a 
constant temptation for him to 
make Yugoslavia a “European Ko­ 
rea” by, having his Hungarian, Ro­ 
manian and Czechoslovakian satel­ 
lite armies attack Tito. But if he 
doesn’t do it this fall or next spring, 
it probably will be too late.

Earlier the rivers 
had been expected to run 10 feet 
over their banks by this afternoon 
The rivers were rising eight inch­ 
es every hour and water stood five 
indies deep over much of Manhat­ 
tan. 
Red Cross disaster chairman Roy 
Cartee said “there Is every indica­ 
tion that this flood will be worse 
than the one we had a week ago.” 
Cartee said “morale is high and 
neighbors are helping neighbors” 
The Red Cross had to rescue 240 
hogs, he said, and countless boats 
were being used to evacute more 
livestock. 
In Illinois, tile flooded Vermillion 
River was receding, but the 20,000 
residents of Streator were still out 
of drinking water. 
The city’s water supply stopped 
when flood water spilled into the 
reservoir and pumping station and 
officials estimated it ~ would take 


more than a week before service Is 
restored. 
Neighboring cities sent emergency 
water supplies in railroad cars, fire 
engines and a 2,000 gallon milk 
truck. Fluoridlng kits were dis­ 
tributed to residents so they could 
purify their water.

The reapportionment bill was 
passed by the California legislature 
this year. 
Brown’s opinion was directed to 
Assemblyman Julian Beck of San

leader in the Senate, who had Ques­ 
tioned the legality of the referen­ 
dum. 
In his opinion, Brown said that 
“if the people, acting under the ref- 
endum, rejected a congressional re- 
apportionment statute, they might 
simultaneously, or thereafter, adopt 
a new apportionment by means of 
the initiative.” 
He pointed out, however, that 
once the apportionment statute be­ 
comes effective, 90 days after ad­ 
journment of the legislature, it can­ 
not be repealed by a new appor­ 
tionment statute adopted by means 
of ari initiative. 
The new state apportionment law 
becomes effective Sept. 25. 


Korean Veteran Of 17 
Caught Off Guard 


BEVERLY, N. J. (U.R)—Richard J. 
Wheeler is only 17 years old but 
he is a veteran of the Korean war 
with a purple lieart medal. 
In 1948—when only 14—he en­ 
listed in the National Guard but 
his mother cancelled it. The next 
year, he went to Mt. Holly and en­ 
listed In the National Guard there. 
Later he asked and received a dis­ 
charge to enter the army. 
In October, 1949, he went to Phil­ 
adelphia with a forged birth certifi­ 
cate and enlisted in the regular 
Army. He was sent to Korea as a 
private first class last November and 
was wounded in the leg in the bat­ 
tle of the Han River. 
Then he made a mistake. His 
commanding officer ordered all 17- 
year-olds to step out of line. Rich­ 
ard obeyed automatically. A few 
days later, he was aboard a ship 
taking him home for discharge.

Cooley was ready with an amend­ 
ment to stop that.

The survey reported price increas­ 
es for pork, fish and eggs, but these 
were offset by decreases in poultry, 
fruits, vegetables and fats and oils* 
The report said beef and veal 
prices were about the same, while 
small increases were noted for xib 
roasts and frankfurters. The price 
of chuck roast dropped; lamb stay­ 
ed the seine. 
Eggs were up seasonally, nearly 
three per cer.v, while chicken prices 
dropped nearly two per cent. No 
changes were reported for other 
dairy products, cereals and bakery 
products, and sugar and sweets. 
Fruits and vegetables dropped less 
than one per cent.

For Lack Of 
"Significance7 


MOSCOW <U.R)—A leading Soviet 
poet was sharply rebuked today for 
writing about love with passion in­ 
stead of with social significance. 
Komosmolskaya Pravda, a Com­ 
munist youth newspaper, leveled the 
criticism at Konstantin Simonov, 
Stalin prise winner in literature, 
editor of the Literary Gazette and 
a member of the U. S. S. R. Su­ 
preme Soviet. 
The publication singled out 23 
poems which, it said, failed to por­ 
tray the new Soviet man and the 
enlightened era of Russian social­ 
ism. 
Many poems, it said, were just 
about “him and her,” as if nothing 
else mattered. They did not indi­ 
cate his or her spiritual and poli­ 
tical interests, it said. 
"Why does he love her? Is it be­ 
cause of her moral or spiritual 
qualities? Is it because of her sharp 
flexible brain? 
‘‘No, none of this Interests the 
hero of fllmJnov's lyrical verses. He 
looks upon her only as an object 
of passion.” 
Such a philosophy, the paper said, 
has nothing in common with the 
morality, manners or customs of the 
Soviet people. 
The publication said 
Simonov’s 
lyrics would lead youth towards 
erotic love absent of all social sig­ 
nificance. They would draw read­ 
ers away from social interests to­ 
ward individualism, it said.

Of State Vehicles 
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SACRAMENTO OJ.fi—A btil Which 
Oov. Earl Warren has signed into 
law provides for regulation of the 
use of state owned automobiles. 


The bill, by Assemblyman Marvin 
Sherwin, ft., Piedmont, provides for 
collecting from all employes the cost 
to the state of misuse of state autos 
and specifies' that violations are 
cause ¿or disciplinary action. 
The bill exempts elected officers, 
and, because of its urgency clause, 
takes effect ; immediately. 
Warren also signed a bill which 
designates as emergency vehicles 
state or privately owned vehiclel 
used in performance of duties im­ 
posed by the Civil Defense Act of 


1950 and the California Disaster Act.

Consumer Is 'Big Shot' 
Of American Economy 


WASHINGTON 0J.fi) — The lowly 
consumer with a few dollars in his 
pockets is the big shot of the Ameri­ 
can economy. 
The economists say it can’t last, 
by next fall or winter the customers 
will be standing in line again and 
the civilian market will be running 
short of just about everything ex- 
* cepfc food 
But right now, warehouses, stores 
and factories are bulging with new 
automobiles, television sets, washing 
machines, ^, refrigerators, furniture 
and thousands of other products for 
the American home. 
They have 
everything but enough customers. 
Auto dealers and other durable 
manufacturers are hoping for a re­ 
laxation of government credit regu­ 
lations to bail them out. The House 
and Senate, debating a controls 
measure, is,expected to meet that 
by permitting longer installment 
payments. 
The Federal Reserve Board last 
night, however, said it could not 
“justify” relaxing such credit con­ 
trols now. 
Business inventories have risen by 
some $17,000,000,000 since Korea to 
an all-time record of $70,000.000,000. 
That’s a colossal headache to the 
government experts who have been 
clamoring for tighter controls over 
the civilian economy. 
Last spring, the same experts were 
warning that the big inflationary 
bang of arms production and the

defense program would hit the coun­ 
try just about now and serious 
shortages of civilian goods would de­ 
velop. 
What happened? 
For one thing, civilian producers 
gqb the same idea right after the 
Korean wax' began.

they could and stockpiled them 
against the anticipated shortages. 
Most of them have now been cut to 
30 to 40 per cent below 1950 levels, 
but that is still a pretty high rate 
of production. 
For another thing, arms produc­ 
tion still is about 20 per cent behind 
schedule, and the government con­ 
trollers are saying now that the big 
“bang” won’t come until sometime 
next spring. 
The consumer, too, fooled the ex­ 
perts. Last spring he just stopped 
buying. Builders found themselves 
with more new houses on hand then 
they could sell; automobile dealers 
discovered their 1951 models, and 
particularly used cars, weren’t mov­ 
ing; and television salesmen couldn’t 
give their sets away.

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RIGHT AT HOME * 
Lady Sips French 
Gold Coast Wine 
By JUDY STONE 
Independent-Journal Staff Writer 
BEAUNE, France—Front now on, 
I believe in mental telepathy, 
peychic spirits or what have you. It 
all happened this way. 
We were sitting around the break 
fast table listening to a friend tell 
about a day when he was invited to 
relax and enjoy himself in a French 
wine cellar. I was thinking “It 
should only happen to me” when 
the phone rang and someone from 
Air France asked If I would like 
to take a two-day trip to the Bur­ 
gundy area south of Paris to taste 
the wines of the region. 
TWISTED ARM 
They twisted my arm and the next 
day I boarded the train for Dijon 
along with four French magazine 
writers. One of whom, incidentally, 
had Just returned from Korea, writ­ 
ten a book on the subject, and let 
us know immediately that while this 
trip wasn’t exactly like covering the 
front, he would try to bear up nobly 
under the strain of tasting some of 
the best food and wine in France. 
We were greeted by a delegation 
of six wine merchants out to do 
their “Cote D'Or” or Gold Coast 
region proud. One who spoke Eng­ 
lish perfectly was Charles Rossig- 
neux, brother of the owner of the 
Napa and Sonoma Wine Company. 
So we felt right at home. 
CONCENTRATE ON QUALITY 
California wines are all right, he 
told us courteously, but the Bour­ 
gogne region concentrated on the 
quality of the wine while California 
’ produced in quantity. And Califor­ 
nia red wines are better than the 
white wines, he said. 
We were whisked off to lunch to 
have the quality statement proved. 
To a simple unpretentious looking 
little inn in a small town called 
Gevrey-Chambertin. For a “simple” 
lunch, comma cat apertif of Cassis 
liquor and white wine, a light fluffy 
souffle au frontage with a white 
wine “Chassagne-Montrachet ’47; a 
delicate broiled white fish, Colin 
Meuniere; Jambón de Bourgogne a 
la lie de vin rouge • or baked ham 
in a settlement of wine with red 
Burgundy “Nuiss St. Georges, Cha­ 
teau Gris 1929” (“smell it,” they said, 
“it’s like an old rose, old violets in 
the autumn”); assorted cheeses with 
another red wine “Bourgogne Geis- 
weiller 1923”; ice cream, coffee and 
cointreau. 
GASPED FOR BREATH 
While we gasped for breath, Ros- 
gigneux explained that there were 
about 250 wine merchants in an 
area about 30 miles long and about 
a mile and a half wide. They wanted 
to try to convince the owners of the 
vineyards to “make propaganda” for 
Burgundy wines, but were not get­ 
ting much help. 
The wine merchants, he said, 
“nurse the wine, get it ready to be 
bottled, a process which takes two 
years. The wine is not a dead na­ 
ture, but a living nature which must 
be nursed, looked after. It’s not dif­ 
ficult to make a girl or boy, but 
firstly you must nurse him and af­ 
terwards educate him. We call it the 
education of wine. Every wine, every 
girl, every crop has its own person­ 
ality. You must be very rough with 
some, sweet with others.” 
Take the two red wines we just 
had, he said. “It’s like comparing 
two beautiful young women. It’s a 
question of taste. One wine is older 
one younger. And the younger should 
be served first to be appreciated 
properly.” 
GREEN VINEYARDS 
Then past the beautiful green 
vineyards to the ancient Chateau 
du Clos de Vovgeot, property of the 
Confrerie des Chevaliers du Taste- 
vin for a look at a medieval monas­ 
tery where monks once made wine 
in strange and enormous wooden 
presses. 
While visiting a few dusty old wine 
cellars with their strange damp 
smell of wine and wood, we were 
given a few primary instructions in 
the art of drinking wine. 
First of all, the glasses should 
be very thin, preferably tulip shaped, 
neither too big nor too small. The 
glasses should be filled only half­ 
way so that the fragrance will not 
disperse. Then holding the glass 
gently between thumb and forefin­ 
ger, one should spin it around to get 
the “full bouquet and flavour.” A 
delicate sniff, a sigh of appreciation, 
a sip, maybe a slight gargling in the, 
mouth if you’re a REAL connoiseur. 
PROVERB OR TWO 
Maybe a proverb or two, like 
“Without wine there is no love or 
Joy” or “Keep good wines and you 
will have friends for life." Even if 


you also have empty pockets for life 
also. 
And just try keeping it up while 
you tasto 13, no less, forsooth, varie­ 
ties of white wine, served up in sil­ 
ver tasters resembling a small ash 
tray. It requires a strong head. One 
not inclined to dizziness. Ohhhhhhh. 
RECOVER WITH FOOD 
You can recover with the food. 
Such choice items as “le gratin de 
queues d’ ecrevisses,” tiny crayfish 
tails cooked in wine and served in a 
remarkable cream sauce with mush­ 
rooms, surrounded by a border of 
uffy golden brown broiled mashed 
potatoes or “le coq en pate,” baked 
chicken in a flaky biscuit crust with 
rich brown truffle stuffing; Filet de 
Sole Waleska, filet with bits of pink 
lobster, mushroom and shrimps in 
a cream sauce with cheese ; TOume- 
dos Rossini, beef filet , served on a 
fried in butter round of bread, top­ 
ped with smoky, delicious pate de 
foie gras. With a different wine for 
each course, of course. 
We recommend it heartily. Now 
excuse please while we let out seams 
in dress quid take off for a lesson 
in French cooking. Also wine tasting.

WINSLOW, Ark. — m —The 
weekly Winslow American is a 
one-woman newspaper. 
Mrs. Maud Duncan, a spright­ 
ly widow of 77, h?s published 
the American alone since th e 
death of her husband, founder 
G. N. Duncan, in 1918. 
Miss Maud—as she is fondly 
called by townsfolk—rounds up 
her news items, sells the adver­ 
tising, hand sets all of the type 
and prints the paper on a foot- 
powered press. 
There’s nothing unusual about 
it, Mrs. Duncan insists. 
"I think it would be highly un­ 
usual for an able-bodied woman 
sit down and give up just be­ 
cause she Isn’t able to hire 
people to do the work." 
* A typical day finds Miss Maud 
up at dawn and to town after 
breakf ast checking news sources, 
picking up her mail at the post- 
office and selling an ad or two 
before returning to the office. 
On the day the American goes 
to press, she sits down at an 
open type case, grabs a “stick" 
and sets the news—she seldom 
writes it out beforehand—then 
the ads and starts making up 
the page forms atop an old bil- 
l i ard table bequeathed by a 
bankrupt pool hall proprietor. 
After the forms are justified 
tightly, she locks one on the old 
standard press in a comer of 
the shop, inks the rollers, takes 
a deep breath, hops aboard a 
bicycle seat attachment and 
begins pumping away at th e 
pedal. “It’s sort of fun when 
you get onto it." 
Her newspaper, 9 by 12 inches, 
ranges from two to eight pages. 
Each page muf t be printed sep­ 
arately.

Any time the conversation lags at 
a mixed gathering, a guaranteed 
restorative can be administered in 
the form of a single question: "Can 
a woman Have both a family and 
a career?" 
There are violent opinions, well- 
documenfced, on all sides of the ques­ 
tion. The split, it should be noted 
does not come between men on one 
side (No!) and women on the other 
(Yeslhv 
The pros maintain that a smart 
woman can swing a contented hus­ 
band and bring up normal, happy 
children at the same time she’s put­ 
ting in an eight-hour day at the 
office. They lay great stress on the 
word "smart " insisting that combin­ 
ing the two things is quite simply a 
matter of intelligent planning and 
careful scheduling. 
The cons have built up a persua­ 
sive and authoritative case on the 
theory that the maintenance of a 
happy home and satisfied household 
is a full-time lob for any woman, 
and that it requires all of the time, 
brains and physical strength of its 
heart: the wife and mother.

WHO’S RIGHT? 
It’s hard to say who’s right. It 
does seems to me, however, that the, 
number of real career women in the 
world is comparatively small.

pne pedicure will not last an 
entire summer. If you want your 
toes to twinkle as they peek-a-boo 
out of your play shoes for your toe­ 
time in the sun, a weekly pedicure 
is your best foot-insurance. 
If you can keep your feet in good 
condition, your disposition will stay 
sweet in spite of sweltering summer 
days. Even minor fbot discomforts 
can put wrinkles in a little girl’s 
brow. So if you haven’t attended to 
callous, corns or other foot miseries, 
do so promptly, for your own sake. 
A simple treatment to refresh your 
fleet after an active day of standing 
or walking as suggested by a foot 
expert is ¿his: Soak your feet in 
a basin of very warm soapy water 
for ten or fifteen minutes. Then 
plunge them into ice cold water. 
Dry well and massage with rubbing 
alcohol. lie down with the legs ele­ 
vated on pillows and relax for fif­ 
teen minutes or so. 
There are some very good foot 
soaps and ointments which can be 
used to ease tired feet. Your doctor 
or druggist should be glad to advise 
you about them. 
The pedicure procedure is almost 
the same as that followed for a 
manicure. Remove the old lacquer, 
then trim your toenails—but make 
sure you trim them straight across. 
(This helps avoid ingrown toenails.) 
If you leave your nails long 
enough to protect the end of the 
toe from pressure and irritation, 
nails will still serve their purpose, 
and look and feel attractive as well. 
Dip a cotton-tipped stick into cuticle 
remover and oil around your nails 
to help soften dead cuticle. Then 
scrub the nails with a little brush, 
soap and water. 
The professional manicurist dips 
cotton-wrapped stick in peroxide 
to clean and bleach under the nail. 
Another trick is to put tufts of cot­ 
ton between the toes to keep them 
apart while the lacquer dries. A base 
top coat is applied before the polish. 
Summer polishes are gay and fes­ 
tive in seashell, sun red and other 
glamor shades. 
After the first coat of lacquer has 
been applied, let it dry thoroughly, 
then apply another coat. A coat of 
sealing base coat, is now applied on 
top of the two coats of lacquer. 
If a manicure and pedicure are 
properly given, it should stay in per­ 
fect shape until the week is up. And 
the ten or fifteen minutes spent on 
keeping fingernails and t o e n a i l s 
pretty is well worth the effort.

YOUR HEALTH 
Polio Danger 
After Tonsil 
0 Deration

tTiere is perhaps no disease which 
parents fear more than poliomye­ 
litis, and justly so, since, in its 
severe form, none can be more 
crippling to children. As the season 
for its worst outbreaks approaches, 
it is well to consider again what Is 
known of this disorder. 
Recently, the virus which causes 
polio has been isolated, a scientific 
triumph which gives hope that be­ 
fore long a vaccine may be de­ 
veloped to prevent it. 
UNRECOGNIZED CASES 
It has been pretty well estab­ 
lished that polio is passed from one 
child to another, though it often 
appears to skip about erratically be­ 
cause of the many mild and un­ 
recognized cases, which can, how­ 
ever, give rise to dangerous cases 
in susceptible youngsters. Therefore, 
it is a good rule to keep children out 
of crowds during the s u m m e r 
months. 
The first symptoms of the disease 
may be those of an ordinary cold. 
There is a general feeling of tired­ 
ness, and later the child develops 
stiff neck and severe headache. 
Fever is usually present and the 
child has trouble sitting up. 
DIAGNOSIS CONFIRMED 
As a rule, diagnosis is confirmed 
in its early stage by removing 
some of the spinal fluid and mak­ 
ing a laboratory test to determine 
whether or not a spinal infection is 
present. 
Later, 
severe 
muscular 
aches and cramps develop, followed 
by painful paralysis. Deformities 
occur because muscles opposing the 
ones paralyzed distort the body 
jarts into odd positions. 
A recent study of 2709 cases of­ 
fers what may be valuable hints to 
parents. Of these cases, 21 con­ 
tracted the disease within a month 
after removal of the child’s tonsils, 
and 18 others within a period of two 
to three months after this opera­ 
tion. 
BULBAR TYPE 
Twelve of the first group and 
four of the second had what is 
called the bulbar type of infantile 
paralysis, a type in which the brain 
stem is affected and the patient has 
trouble in breathing and becomes 
unconscious. 
Comparison 
studies 
show that the risk of developing in­ 
fantile paralysis was three times as 
great in those having undergone 
tonsillectomy as in those not having 
had the operation, and the risk of 
developing the bulbar or brain stem 
type of infection was eleven times 
as great. 
Although the number of cases 
studied is not too great, it is sig­ 
nificant that tonsillectomy may in­ 
crease {he risk of infection during 
the poliomyelitis season, and that 


It increases the chances of develop-* 
ing the bulbar or severe form of 
poliomyelitis during this period.

As most taxpayer* well know, there is a 
period set aside each year when property 
owners can examine the assessment rolls to 
see if the valuation placed on their property 
for tax purposes is in line with other similar 


properties. 
If they feel that the valuation placed on 
their property is outof-line, they can protest 
the assessor’s figure and obtain a hearing before 
a board of equalization. 
If their case proves 
to be a truly inequitable one, the board of 
equalization may make an appropriate reduc­ 
tion in the assessed valuation. 
During the past several years, as Mai in 
assessment rolls got more and more out of 
kilter, the number of taxpayers protesting their 
assessment has grown and grown. 
But many people didn’t take the trouble to 


look up their assessment during the period in 
which they could do something about it. 
As a result, the mailing of first installment 
tax bills each year has been accompanied by a 


rush of property owners to the assessor and the 
board of supervisors to demand that “some­ 
thing be done’* because their tax bill was 
unjust. 
But they were out of luck. The law is clear. 
The only time a change can be made (except 
to correct a clerical error) is the equalization 
period following the first Monday in Ju|y- 
That’s right now. 
As County Clerk George Jones recently in­ 
formed the citizenry of Marin through a paid 
advertisement in this newspaper, the 1951-52 
assessment roll is now on file in his office. Now 
is the time when property owners can see the 
assessed value on which they will have to pay 
taxes during the coming fiscal year. 


The deadline for filing protests is 5 p. m. 
Friday, day after tomorrow. 
Remember, taxpayers forfeit their right to 
obtain relief from an inequitable assessment if 
they don’t file their protests before the dead­ 
line.

Absurdity Compounded In New Law 
Forbidding Minors To Baby-Sit 


When AB 3177 become* law less than CO days from 
now, baby-sitting by minors may be illegal. Those 
Summer jobs on farms that do so much for the 
health and morale of city youngster* will be open 
only to those whose parents or guardians happen to 
own ranches. 
By approving this piece of “protective" legislation, 
the lawmakers and Governor Warren have appar­ 
ently closed two important fields of employment to 
minors between 16 and 21 years of age. 
AB 3177 amends the labor code by prohibiting any 
minor over 16 years of age from employment “at 
agricultural, horticultural, viticultura!, or domestic 
labor during the time the public schools are not in 
session, or during other than school hours." Arf ex­ 
ception is made of work performed “for or under 
the control of his parents or guardian and performed 
upon or in connection with premises owned, operated, 
or controlled by the parent or guardian." 
The city kid whose dad is rich enough to own a 
ranch can get a Job, but the one who really needs 
it can’t. 
If baby-sitting is classed as domestic labor—and 
what else is it?—the mutually helpful arrangement 
between young mothers and older ’teen-agers will 
be prohibited by law. The jobs once so happily taken 
t>y young friends and neighbors will have to be filled 
by adults. The teen-agers will be deprived of the 
privilege of earning extra spending money, and of 
the chinee for work experience within their capa­ 
bilities. 
This aspect of the new law will have to be clarified 
by interpretations and rulings. The ban on Summer

farm jobs needs no interpretation; It is all too clear. 
Protection of children from exploitation is one 
thing, and was the ostensible purpose of this ill- 
written law. But it is another matter altogether to 
deprive them of the wholesome and profitable ex­ 
perience of Summer work on farms. In effect it 
dooms restless youngsters to idleness and city temp­ 
tations, a poor sort of protection. 
The absurdity of it is compounded by the fact that 
it applies to boys deemed old enough for military 
service—and the long hours and tough assignments 
that involves.—Redwood City Tribune 


'Chow' Will Always Be One Of 
Chief Targets Of Gl Complaints 


The most common complaint of a soldier is about 
his food. He may be justified sometimes in com­ 
plaining, but as often as not he is merely exercising 
his soldierly privilege of grousing. High-ranking of­ 
ficers frequently have remarked that the time to 
worry about a soldier’s morale is not when he is 
complaining, but when he stops. 
Nevertheless, the Army is making an effort to give 
soldiers the kind of food they prefer as well as the 
kind they need. A survey by the Army Quartermaster 
Corpa found that steak and hamburger rated high 
on the list of likes, while liver-and-onions generally 
was disliked. Lemon cream pie, chocolate cake and 
peach pie led the list of favored deserts. 
Good food is a big part of good morale. But the 
possibility that any menu adjustment will eliminate 
complaint is slim. Grumbling is almost part of being 
a soldier. With men from all parts of the country 
earing at the same table, food will always ij'6 Oil® 
of their iivorite targets.—Stockton Record 


What This Country Needs Is Car 


With Old-Fashioned Horse Sense 


Congress contends about an eco­ 
nomic control act—whether to con­ 
tinue the present one now stop- 
gapped until July 31, to to write 
what amounts to a different one, 
or to have none at all, President 
Truman says there must be eco­ 
nomic controls and strong ones, 
else there will be disaster, includ­ 
ing domestic inflation and defeat 
in our struggle against world Com­ 
munism. Top Controller Wilson 
says much the same. Administra­ 
tion spokesmen beat the drums for 
continued controls and stiff ones. 
On the other side, an increasing 
number of voices contend that there 
should be no economic controls at 
all, that they make for inflation 
instead of checking it, that they 
reduce production of goods for the 
war effort instead of stimulating it, 
that they are wrong at 1 all times 
as a matter of economic principle. 
These voices, however, are largely 
lost in the din of Administration 
propaganda for more controls upon 
the country, more power for the 
Administration. 


ALL THAT COMPOSES the su­ 
perficial picture. The deeper and 
truer picture is that whether the 
country is to have controls is being 
determined by group pressures. 
What Congress does is largely the 
result of these pressures. As re­ 
spects whether there will be con­ 
trols it is not extreme to say in 
a phrase of columnist Sylvia Por­ 
ter that we have “pressure-group 
government in America." 
The pressure groups are many. 
Washington is a hive of represen­ 
tatives of them and propagandists 
for them. Among them two groups 
stand out because of their direct 
relation to the issue of economic 
controls and because of the weight 
they 
have 
in 
politics, 
either 
through the pressures they exert or 
the deference of politicians in both 
parties to them as voters. The two 
are labor and farmers. 


THE POWER THAT LABOR 
has in government is divided be­ 
tween power in Congress and power 
in the Administration. Congress as 
a whole is not friendly to the labor 
leaders and organizations. It re­ 
members and resents the raucous­ 
ness of their attacks upon a labor 
relations law that Congress passed, 
the Tait-Hartley act. It knows and 
resents their attempt to take a di­ 
rect hand in the election of candi­ 
dates for Congress belonging to 
both parties,, illustrated by the 
elaborate organization which labor 
leaders and unions set up, and the 
nature of the campaign they mr*de 
to defeat Sen. Taft of Ohio last 
November. The number of mem­ 
bers of Congress who resent at­ 
tempts by organized labor to in­ 
fluence actions by Congress is 
larger than the number who are 
identified with labor and its legis­ 


lative purposes. Labor would not 
have conspicuous power in govern­ 
ment if it depended only on Con­ 
gress. 
With the Administration how­ 
ever, it is a different matter. Here 
labor has much power, some of it 
given willingly, some of it a reluc­ 
tant yielding to pressure. In the 
present controversy over controls, 
President Truman says he is for 
control over wages. And when the 
agency in charge of wages put a 
ceiling over them, Mr. Truman 
backed up the agency. Yet labor 
broke the ceilings, flouted the 
agency in control of wages, de­ 
manded and got larger represen­ 
tation for labor in the set-up of 
controls. This labor could hardly 
have 
achieved 
except 
through 
yielding by the Administration. 


LABOR HAS POWER, That is 
a fact, and on the problem wheth­ 
er there are to be economic con­ 
trols it is a determining fact. Dur­ 
ing the very days when CongresS 
was debating about control over 
wages, laoor leaders and unions 
were demanding and getting fre­ 
quent wage raises. As respects con­ 
trol over wage rates, Congress had 
the power which legislated this 
control last September, the Admin­ 
istration had the power which de­ 
creed the control, but labor had 
the power to get wage raises it 
wanted. 
It was labor that had the reality 
of power. And the reality is what 
will determine whether there will 
be further rise in the wage-price 
level, further rise in cost of living, 
further inflation.

AS TO THE POLITICAL power 
accorded to farmers, its existence 
is glaringly illustrated by what 
Congress did about the “rollback" 
in prices of beef. One can imagine 
a referendum of consumers of beef, 
who are about the whole of the 
population. If asked whether they 
approve a ‘‘rollback" in the price 
of beef, it seems tenable to assume 
that 99 out of a hundred would 
vote approval heartily. Yet a ma­ 
jority of Congress voted against 
the rollback that had already been 
decreed. 
What Congress did was in part 
a response to demands by spokes­ 
men for the interest of farmers, 
demands that were strident and 
were accompanied by pressure and 
propaganda. In part, what Con­ 
gress did was a voluntary defer­ 
ence by many members to what 
they as politicians and aspirants 
for re-election, think would please 
farmers as voters. Vivid in their 
minds was recollection that in 1948 
Truman won the Presidential elec­ 
tion largely by carrying Mid-West 
farm Mates, in which during his 
campaign he had promised in­ 
creased government largesse for 
farmers.

Build Oil Industry Fires 


Private School Tax 
Ban Supported

Today, July 6, I was approached 
on the streets of San Rafael by a 
professional “signature-getter” to 
sign a referendum on the taxation 
of private, non-profit schools bill 
which was just made a law two 
months ago. 
If this measure had been a con­ 
troversial issue in the legislature, 
there might be some sense in 
bringing it to the public in an 
expensive, special election. But the 
assembly voted unanimously for 
this amendment, and there were 
only three dissenting votes in the 
senate. Until this amendment was 
passed, California was the only 
state in the union which taxed 
these private schools. 
The American way has always 
been to have public and private 
schools existing side by side. If 
this decision of our legislature and 
governor is reversed, >it will place 
our fine American educational tra­ 
dition on the skids. 
This referendum is sponsored by 
the California Taxpayers Alliance 
which, incidentally, has taken ac­ 
tion on no other legislation except 
the taxation of private schools— 
in 1934. 
When 
this 
“signature-getter" 
told me this referendum would 
lower our taxes, she was either 
ignorant of it, or was deliberately 
n .representing the issue. 
The 
state collects only $600,000 from 
our private, non-profit schools per 
year. Whereas the parochial schools 
alone save the state $43,000,000 per 
year. And further, if the state had

to build and maintain these private 
schools, it would cost another 
$200,000,000. Besides where would 
the state get the personnel, to stqff 
these private schools? 
When one looks at the cold facts, 
one wonders what motivates the 
sponsors of this referendum. They 
are hitting at the American heri­ 
tage of the right of parents to 
educate children as they choose. 
May I quote from the Very Rev. 
James M. Malloch, Dean of St. 
James Episcopal Cathedral, Fresno. 
He wrote in regard to this refer­ 
endum: “Attempts to stifle private 
education are at base Communistic 
and totalitarian. We cannot ex­ 
pect to maintain our American sys­ 
tem of free economy if we elimi­ 


nate private enterprise in any field. 
From the standpoint of taxation, 
the truth is that private schools 
save the state far more money in 
the training of children than the 
state could collect by taxing the 
same schools. Private institutions 
of higher learning have made lit­ 
erally billions of dollars for Amer­ 
ican businessmen through specific 
research." 


An early justice of the VS. su­ 
preme court, John Marshall, said 
that the power to tax is the power 
to destroy. We can say today that 
the enemies of free enterprise have 
no hesitance in using it in our 
time. The worst thing about the 
proposed referendum would be the 
bigotry, controversy, and ill will, it 
would stir up in every California 
community. Getting along together 
in spite of differences is a funda­ 
mental democratic principle, and 
woe unto the people who make it 
more difficult.

NEW YORK i/P h-It’s the aver­ 
age citizen —not the military — 
that’s built the fire under the oil 
industry. 


TRUE ENOUGH 
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The average citizen's unforeseen 
and unprecedented demand for oil 
products for his car, his furnace 
and his factory—and not the need 
of oil for the Korean war, large as 
that is—sends oilmen: 
1. Scrambling for steel to expand 
facilities and seek new oil sources. 
2. Pooling resources to stall off 
any shortages of heavy oil for in­ 
dustrial plants on our east coast, 
in Europe or the Far East, should 
Iranian oil be lost to the west— 
a plan for this is to be submitted 
today to the government. 
3. Building storage space this 
summer for the home heating fuel 
oil needed in next winter’s peak 
demand. 
4. Talking of ordering some east­ 
ern factories to use coal, ■ instead 
of oil, if the Iranian squeeze de­ 
velops. 
« 


TRUE, THE MILITARY demand 
for oil is twice what it was a year 
ago. And true, aviation gasoline 
has soaked up a lion’s share of the 
highest octane quality. 
But the American Petroleum In ­ 
stitute (API) points out that mili­ 
tary demand is still only five per 
cent of the total petroleum produc­ 
tion in this country. 
It’s insignificant when you look 
at the unprecedented rate at which 
civilian 
demand 
has 
mounted. 
Consumption of oil and its prod­ 
ucts went up 12 per cent in 1950 
and an estimated 16 per cent this 
year. That means the industry has 
to-find 224 million more gallons of 
oil each day that it did in 1949. 
The institute quickly points out 
that the American oil industry has 
kept pace with the demand—even 
if it proved greater than antici­ 
pated. 


PRODUCTION IS NOW in ex­ 
cess of 6,100,000 barrel sa day. And 
refining capacity is being expand­ 
ed by another 200,000 barrels a 
day to reach 7,061350 barrels a 
day by the end of the year, to take 


care of domestic production and 
imports. 
Where does all the oil go? Well, 
there are more than 48 million 
motor vehicles in the country. 
There are more than 5.2 million 
oil burners in homes and factories. 
There are four million tractors on 
American farms. At the start of 
the year there were 4,393 more 
diesel locomotive units on order by 
American railroads. And 
world 
trade, reaching high levels this 
year, is carried in ships powered by 
oil. ,J| 
If demand for oil continues to 
grow at the indicated rate, oilmen 
figure they may have to expand 
facilities further in the next few 
years at a cost of $3 billion, with 
an additional $1 billion needed for 
repair and replacement of plant 
and equipment. 
jp 
THE INDUSTRY IS NOW spend­ 
ing around $100 million a year in 
research, compared with the $1.5 
million it spent in 1925. How that 
research has paid off is outlined 
by E. V. Murphree, president of 
Standard Oil Development Co.

Measured by work that can be per- 
fc med on a knock-free basis, one 
gallon of gasoline now is 67 per 
cent more powerful than a gallon 
in 1925. The wholesale price at the 
ref nery has gone down from 12 
cents a gallon then to 10,5 per cent 
a gallon now. 
In other words, 103 cents worth 
of 1951 gasoline gives the same 
amount of energy in your car that 
20 cents worth of 1925 gasoline 
gave you.

•FORGOTTEN AGENCY' 
Narcotics Unit 
Is Short On Cash

WASHINGTON (UJ9 — What this 
country needs right now If a hell- 
rluting federal commissioner of nar­ 
cótica with the nerve to ask con­ 
gress some questions. 
He should ask congress why the 
Bureau of Narcotics has been the 
forgotten agency of government dur­ 
ing the greatest spending spree of 
ail time. 
More specifically: How come we 
will be spending in the next fiscal 
year IS times as many dollars to 
control diseases of farm animals and 
poultry as we will spend on nar­ 
cotics control? 
Another good question would be: 
Who decides how much money the 
bureau needs and on whab informa­ 
tion is the decision based ? 
The record •will show that con­ 
gress for years has been appropriat­ 
ing peanuts or pin money to the 
Narcotics Bureau while appropria­ 
tions to practically every other 
agency of government have doubled, 
tripled, quadrupled or more. 
Way back in 1939 congress voted 
$1,267,000 for norcotlca control. It 
voted the same sum the year before 
that. Now, 13 years and m lot of war 
and inflation later, congress put up 
m measly $1,850,000 for narcotics 
control In the last fiscal year. 
For the new fiscal year which be­ 
gan July ! the sum is upped a little 
to $3,115,000. Considering the infla­ 
tion factors involved, the Narcotics 
Bureau is getting less now than in 
1939-39. The $2,115,000 voted for nar­ 
cótica control compared with $32,- 
700,000 for control of animal and 
poultry diseases in the same fiscal 
year. 


During 12 years In which narcotics 
control funds have increased by only 
$848,000 appropriations for other 
projects of government have jumped 
over the moon. In 1939, for example, 
the appropriation for “international 
affairs and finance" was $19,000,000 
it was estimated at $4,711,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending this week. The 
cost of “education and general re­ 
search” was budgeted for $36,OCX) ,000 
in 1939 and for $434,000,000 in 1951. 
“Finance, commerce and industry” 
jumped from $51,000,000 to $212,- 
000,000. Labor functions of govern­ 
ment which cost $70,000,000 in 1939 
were budgeted at $343,000,000 for fis­ 
cal 1951. 
With the $2,115,000 which Presi­ 
dent Truman asked congress to vote 
the Bureau of Narcotics for fiscal 
1952, it will be possible to employ 
an average of 335 persons—that’s 
all. Most of those will be active 
agents seeking law breakers, say 200 
such. 
What happens when 200 federal 
agents attempt to cope with the 
narcotics racket has been the recent 
subject of newspaper, radio and tele­ 
vision report. Nothing much hap­ 
pens except failure to cope with the 
racket. 
Probably the greatest lie ever cir­ 
culated by a government appears in 
the 1952 fiscal year budget in de­ 
scribing the “program and perform­ 
ance’’ of the Bureau of Narcotics. 
Here is what it says: 
“The bureau investigates, detects 
and prevents violations of the fed­ 
eral narcotic and marijuana laws 
and related statutes." 
“Detects and prevents violations! 
That Is what it says, honest.

'SHABBY DISGRACE' 
Ford's Theater Urged 
As Abe Lincoln Shrine

WASHINGTON (U.B — Ford’s 
theatre, where President Lincoln was 
shot, 1a a shabby disgrace to a great 
nation. 
It la cob-webbed, the floors are 
dusty and the Department of Inte­ 
rior charges visitors a dime a head 
to walk through the dirty aisles. 
And aisles are about all people 
have to see. Except a few relics un­ 
der glass. The stage is empty of 
props, the original curtain long 
since has rotted away and the gas 
floodlights are gone too. 
In fact there is nothing much to 
see but a miniature reproduction of 
the original scene. The presidential 
box still remains but it is In a sorry 
state of disrepair. Most of the seats 
have been removed. 
Sen. Milton Young (R., North Da­ 
kota) would like to fix all that. He 
is thinking about re-introducing a 
bill he sponsored In 1948 to make 
the place a shrine. The first bill 
died in committee. 
Young’s idea is to restore the 
building as it was that awful night 
of April 14, 1865, when John Wilkes 
Booth, a mad-cap actor, shot the 
president. 
* 
Ford’s at that time was new and 
glittering. The elite met the elite 
there and the president was a fre­ 
quent patron. The night of the as­ 
sassination, Mr Lincoln sat in his 
box, which was draped with flags 
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and bunting. Under the proposed 
bill, all of this would be reproduced 
precisely. So would the scenery for 
the play “Our American Cousin" 
which was showing at Ford’s at that 
time. 
Booth got behind the president’s 
box, fired, and jumped through the 
box onto the stage. He was wearing 
spurs. He caught a spur on the furls 
of the American flag, stumbled, and 
broke a leg in his jump. But he man­ 
aged to get to the stage door and 
out into the night, where he mount­ 
ed a horse and beat it into the 
woods. 
Later he was. cornered and shot 
to death by federal troops at Port 
Royal, Va. 
Lincoln was carried across the 
street to the home of William Peter­ 
sen, a tailor, where the president 
sighed his last the following day. 
Naturally, Ford’s theatre never put 
on another show after the assassina­ 
tion. The government bought the 
property for $100,000 a few years 
later. 
For a time in 1893 it wes used to 
store government pension records.

SACRAMENTO (UJD — Governor 
Earl Warren la about ready to ap­ 
point hit new commission to inves­ 
tigate organized crime in California. 
Warren disclosed at a press con­ 
ference last week that he has a list 
of about 12 men who might be asked 
to serve on his new commission. 
And he said he certainly would like 
to have Warren Olney HI, chief 
counsel for the governor’s first crime 
study, serve “in some capacity" with 
the new group. 
Olney is now teaching law at the 
University of California. Warren 
said he had talked to Olney but 
“everything depends on his position 
at the University." 
Ih contrast to the first commis­ 
sion, Warren Indicated the new body 
would cooperate fully with the of­ 
fice of''the state attorney # general. 
The old crime group, as a matter of 
fact, spent some time investigating 
members of the staff of then At­ 
torney General Fred N. Howser and 
did not call on Howser for any as­ 
sistance. 
But the governor said he would 
instruct the new commission to 
“collaborate with and use the ser­ 
vices of" Attorney General Edmund 
G, (Pat) Brown. 
The governor has $100,000 to spend 
in the next year in his pursuit of 
organized crime. But even more im­ 
portant is the fact that the new 
commission will be armed with a 
weapon his old commission did not 
have—namely the power to subpoena 
reluctant witnesses and force them 
to produce their books and records. 
The legislature, somewhat reluc­ 
tantly, gave Warren subpoena powers 
for the new commission but decided 
there would be no radio broadcasts 
or television of crime commission 
hearings. 
The governor spent most of the 
week wading through the mountain 
of bills left him by the lesgislature, 
which adjourned at midnight June 
23rd.Warren signed two important 
measures during the week —a bill 
which will give schools $13,400,000 
extra in state money during the 
fiscal year which ends June 30,1952. 
Schools will already get more then 
$220,000,000 in budgeted amounts 
during the fiscal year. 
The other bill of major import­ 
ance signed into law by the gover­ 
nor during the week was one con­ 
tinuing child care centers for two 
more years. The bill provides $5,456,- 
857 to operate the centers for one 
year and next March the legislators 
will have to work out an appropria­ 
tion to extend them until June 30, 
1953.The state-operated centers care 
for children of working parents who 
are financially unable to provide 
care for their offspring and still 
work. 


Research Brings New Weapons 
To Aid Navy In Its Battles 
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5 Days Left To Qualify For 
Army's Golden Gate Company 


(If there has to he another 
world war, don’t count the Navy 
out of It. While popular attention 
has centered on the prospective, 
role of the Air Force, the Navy 
has pressed ahead with weapons 
that promise to revolutionise war­ 
fare on, under and ahove the seas. 
The United Presa* chief Pentagon 
reporter tells shout these develop­ 
ments in the following dispatch.)

WASHINGTON (UR) —Top naval 
officers report “great progress’* on 
lethal superweapons that promise 
again to revolutionize sea warfare. 
But even with great progress most 
of these weapons are some years 
away. 
These fantastic war “gadgets" of 
the future may include: 
Pet fighter planes that take off 
and land upright on their tails. 
Atomic-powered submarines that 
can stay submerged indefinitely. 
Fast underwater torpedoes with 
electronic “ears" to guide them to 
their targets. 
Guided surface-to-air missiles to 
bring down fast planes flying up to 
10 miles high. 
These and other new naval 
weapons are in various stages of 
research and development. A few 
are being produced in limited num­ 
bers. Some are only in the first 
stages of research. 
IN PLAN STAGE 
If World War in should come to­ 
morrow, the Navy would have to 
start fighting it largely with World 
War H weapons. But the strategy 
and tactics of the U.S. Navy may 
be revolutionized within a few years 
by development of atomic-powered 
submarines and long-range guided 
missiles with atomic warheads. 
Previous revolutionary changes in 
naval tactics were marked by re­ 
placement of oar-driven galleys by 
sailing vessels in the 16th century; 
the advent of the armored, steam- 
driven warship in the Civil War; 


and the aircraft carrier’s replace­ 
ment of the battleships as the fleet’s 
main warship in World War n. 
But top naval officers do not ex­ 
pect an easy, push-button victory 
even after atomic and other super­ 
weapons are developed. They are 
figuring on a “long haul" plan for 
carrying out the Navy’s primary 
mission of keeping the sealant 
open.ROLE MORE IMPORTANT 
With American forces being com- 


fleet-type attack sub. But it offers 
great promise as a killer of other 
ubi. It has electronic ears to detect 
other subs and is armed with hom­ 
ing torpedoes likewise equipped with 
electronic ears. 
The Tang, first of five new faster 
attack subs, also was. launched re­ 
cently. It is equipped with snorkel 
tube and a newly-developed vastly 
improved diesel engine. 
Work Is being done on equipment 
that will supply oxygen to permit 
mitted throughout the world and these diesel-powered subs to stay 
oil increasingly important to the 
armed forces, the Navy’s major role 
in warfare becomes more and more 
vital to the nation’s security. 
American access to foreign oil 
must be maintained lest the U. 8. 
reserves be lowered dangerously close 
to depletion in event of another 
global war. 
Because Russia has a relatively 
few surface ships, the Navy is con­ 
centrating on air and antisubmarine 
warfare in its weapons development 
program. 
For security reasons, the Navy has 
cloaked much of the program in 
tight secrecy. But Adm. Forrest P. 
Sherman, chief of naval operations, 
said:“The Navy is pressing its research 
and development program. Great 
progress has been achieved in such 
new areas as guided milliles, auto­ 
matic equipment to enable the pilots 
of the newer faster Jet aircraft to 
find, recognize, track and destroy a 
target, and in atomic propulsion for 
ships."HUGE NEW CARRIER 
The keel of a new 57,000-ton flush 
deck-type carrier will be laid within 
a few months. It would be finisher 
in about three years. 
Completion of an atomic-powered 
submarine is expected within three 
years. 
The first of three new K-1 killer 
anti-sub subs was launched recently. 
It weighs only 750 tons and is not 
much more than half as big as a 


submerged for days without even 
snorkel tube. 
The Navy has ordered limited 
numbers of two surface-to-air anti­ 
aircraft guided missiles—the 3,000- 
pound Convair Terrier with a range 
of 10 miles and the much-smaller

In the surface-to-surface guided 
missile field, the Navy is working 
toward something that can be 
launched from a submerged sub at 
long range.

John H. Cassady, dep­ 
uty chief of naval operations for air, 
said that two companies—reportedly 
Consolidated Vultee and Lockheed 
—have submitted “very promising 
ideas" for a radical new jet fight­ 
er. This strange plane, using its 
tail for a landing gear, would take 
off and land at a 90-degree angle 
from a carrier deck. In this respect, 
it would be something like a heli­ 
copter but it would be able to fly 
at top speed in the normal altitudes 
of more conventional planes after 
it was airborne. 
The Navy already has two types 
of planes capable of carrying the 
large A-bomb. It is developing two 
others with greatly improved per- 
formance. The two present ones are 
the land-based P2V Neptune and 
the carrier-based AJ-1. The ones 
coming up are the A2J and the all­ 
jet A3D.
